There In a Mystery About Him, and 'JSo 


Oue Can Toll WUscco He Came—Hla 
Food Consists of Potatoes Only, bnt He 
Cooks Them Before Eating. 


Thero are portions of the north of Ire- 


bud whore nature assumes tv grand and 
r.'il-:! aspect. On,the const of Antrim 
thero is no armistice in the furious bat- 
tle that, since the first ages of the ter- 
restrial globe, was engaged between the 
waves arid the rocks. Columns of basalt, 
like gigantic sentinels, stand on guard 
la resist the invasion of the ocean, and 
the profound excavations inado tmder 
bo granite rocks that protect this por- 
tion of the soil of La Verte Erin prove 
that tho waves must have frequently 
tnarlo most vigorous onslaughts and only 
retired after they had mined ft land 
which they could not conquer. 


1't 'is not'difficult to imagine that this 


majestic and desolate site should have 
seduced one of the vanquished ones in 
life, one who had absolutely decided to 
separate himself, from the society of 
man. 
Tho real hermits ara becoming 


more and more rare—indeed, it was be- 
lieved that they had completely disap- 
peared—but if a vocation for that singu- 
larly abandoned profession could- still 
bo felt by any one it might be in the 
presence of the marvelous spectacle of 
that sea whose waves never subside, of 
those grottos whoso pillars aud vaults 
possess a power which tho arc of tho 
architect cau never equal.

There is no evidence going 
to prove that the man has any particn 
lar form of insanity beyond, perhaps 
the harmless one of the love of solitude 
He is always clean and neat in appear 
auce and seems to be sound and vigor 
ous in body. He speaks with no accent, 
so that it is impossible to fix tho locali- 
ty from which he came. Ho seldom, 
smiles, but he doesn't look sad. Ou tho 
contrary, he has a resigned and perfect- 
ly satisfied look. Who he is and why in

FORTUNES' FROM GARBAGE. 


Science Converts the Befuse of Cities Into 


Steam, Fertilizers, Soap, Etc. 


William George Jordan, writing _ on 
'Wonders of the World's Waste, "iu 
The Ladies Home Journal, says:-"The 
'arbageof a great city is \vorth afor- 
une every year if properly utilized. In 
St. Louis the refuse is placed in enor- 
mous vertical cylinders, surrounded by 
team jackets, "which evaporate the 75 
o 80 psr cent of -water in, the garbage. 
The fatty substances are dissolved, and 
as the result of a number of processes a 
!ertilizer ia produced -which is-worth 
from $9 to $12 per ton, tbe demand ex- 
ceeding the supply. One of the purest 
and best soaps of the country -was made 
of garbage greaso before cottonseed oil 
entered the field. It is now proposed to 
.ight London by electricity for nothing. 
It now costs that city $1.08 (4s. 8d.) to 
get rid of a ton of garbage. A combiua- 
Son of rollers and other apparatus has 
been devised that can burn the garbage 
ut 24 cents (1 shilling) per ton and gen- 
erate steam sufficient to run enough dy- 
namos to light the entire city. London 
can thus savo 3s. 8d. on each ton and 
iu addition illuminate its city without 
cost Garbage, by .a machine called the 
dust destructor, is converted into clink- 
ers, -which can be used for roadways, as 
artificial stone for sidewalks and as 
sand for mortar and cement. • In Paris 
the invisible particles of iron, worn 
from wheels and from the shoes of 
horses, are rescued by passing powerful 
magnets through the sweepings. "

)ther portion appears a brownish yel- 
ow. This action is evidently .due to 
he removal of a portion of the starch 
contained in the size of the paper. The 
same process will even reveal the exist- 
ence of pencil marks erased by rubbing.

by an Old Soldier.

Our troops fell 
back after the fight, and we had more 
wounded than we had transportation 
for, but two men put of his own tent 
let out to carry this man wherever we 
were going, which, was presumably 
the camp behind intrenchments that 
we'd left iu tho morning. 
. "They took turns at backing hia for 
ball a mile or so until they came to a 
farmhouse that had a grassy yard in 
front. They laid him down on the grass 
find took a little look around the house 
to see what they could see. In a build- 
Ing at the rear they came across some- 
thing that made .'em stand still, and 
look at each other and laugh. It was a 
hand cart. What use the folks here had 
made of it they couldn't guess, but they 
knew what use they were going to make 
of it. They got it out of the building 
nnd rolled it around the side of the 
house alongside the wounded man ami 
dropped the handle on the grass. Ha 
laughed, too, when he saw it. He was 
going the rest of the way in a private 
ambulance. 


"Tho two men took their blankets off 


their shoulders and untied them and 
spread their rubbers dowu ou the bot- 
tom of the hand cart and spread their 
woolen blankets down ou them, and 
then they ran tho hand cart up and rest 
cd the haudlo on the front steps of the 
house and lifted in the wounded man 
and laid their guns in beside him., Then 
they turned the cart around again, and 
one man got inside the shafts, with tho 
crosspieco aganst his waist belt, and 
the other man got behind to push. They 
all smiled again when they started, 
wounded mau and all, 


"It beat backing him out of sight It 


was dry weather, and the roads Were 
sandy, and up hill and on the level tho 
wheeling was hard. But thero was 
moro dowu hill than there was up. 
places where they had to hold back,. 
and it was all immensely more com- 
fortable for the wounded man, aucl'so 
they got him back to camp aud to the 
Burgeon again. But he died af tor all."
